Spruce makes paper and in the 
paper it retains some of it* quali¬ 
ties, A few years ago the house¬ 
keeper won Id not use a newspaper 
for kindling for it would not burn, 
but now any newspaper made of 
pulp makes the best of kindling. 

The pine family in known h* ihe 
oaniferae . To it belongs the ge¬ 
nus pinna and the genus Abies, or 
fir, and to the firs belong the black 
spruce (Abies nigra) and the hem¬ 
lock spruoe (Abies Canaden*i* f )\ 
etc. Among the pines are the 
white pine (Piffle* s/robus,) the| 
old field pine (Pinus Taeda ,) and 
many others. * \ 

There is no such thing as a yew 
pine. The yew is an evergreen 
tree of the old world generally as¬ 
sociated with graveyards and old 
English bows, which were made 
from its boughs. The old spelling 
is euyh , 

*The hemlock spruce is very com¬ 
mon in thia section. It is found 
on northern exposures and it 
grows to an imrueuae size. As a 
young tree it is handsome, but 
the old trees are disfigured by the 
dead stumps of the lower branches. 
It makes poor lumber which soon 
decays when exposed to the air. Its 
bark is*very valuable for tanning 
purposes. The color df its foliage 
is a dark green and at a distance 
cannot be distinguished in color 
from the black spruce. 

The black spruce gives the name 
to Black Mountain, one of the wil¬ 
dest regions of Pocahontas Coun¬ 
ty. That long soiqbre - hued 
mountain side seen from a dis¬ 
tance gives some idea of the possi¬ 
bilities of Pocahontas spruoe. The 
spruce is what the botanist calls a 
“social tree”—it grows in clusters. 
Most of our high mountains are 
topped with dense forests of spruce 
and we have so many 8pruce 
Knobs, etc., that it has led to some 
confusion. Spruce makes very 
good lumber only the boards are 
very apt to split and the knots are 
the hardest known to the carpen¬ 
ter's plane. It has always been 

considerable valuable for the masts 

# 

and yards of ships. 

A Pocahontas surveyor recently 
found a spruce four inches in dia¬ 
meter and thirty feet high which 
bore a surveyor’s mark which had 
boon put there in 1794. 

The amount of black spruoe that 
grows on an acre of rocky ground 
that would produce nothing else is 
almost incredible. Fortunately 
we have some figures on this point. 
A few years ago a landowner on the 
head waters of Williams River sold 
to a timlvr dealer an acre <if spruce 
timU*r which was accurately meas¬ 
ured. Off of that acre there was 
sawed 66.0U0 feet of lumber, and 
much was wasted that could have 
been utilized by apulpmill. When 
it is remembered that timber fre¬ 
quently sells for $1 on the stump 
per thousand the full significance 
of the figures cun be realized.

\ Cigarettes and Crime. 

The relation of the cigarette to 
crime was the subject of some 
Htartling statistics presented before 
the Natioual Conference of Chtiri- 
ties and Corrections at Cincinnatti. 
Of the boys in the Illinois State 
RefonDefJrbetween' the ages of ten 
and fifteen, ninety-two per ceut. 
were confirmed cigarette smokers, 
and eighty-five per cent, so addict 
ed to the habit, at the time of their 
conviction, as to be termed “ciga¬ 
rette fiends" by the court. 

The superintendent who compil¬ 
ed these figures asserts that the 
cigarette works tenfold more inju¬ 
ry to the boy under fifteen tbau 
do intoxicating liquors, and more 
than any other one factor starts 
him on the road to criminal life. 

While it is true that not every 
cigarette fiend becomes a criminal, 
thd fact remains that the habit is 
acquired through evil associations; 
it involves demoralizing deception 
on the part of the boy at home; 
and by enfeebling health and will 
makes the lad an easy prey to tem- 
tation. .

Below the head of 
Draoo stands the Lesser Bear, Ur¬ 
sa Minor, erect on the end of bis 
long tail which terminates in the 
Pole Star. West of the Northern 
Crown is Bootes, the giant bonta- 
man, with bis great lone brilliant 
Aro^nrus blazing on his garter. 
North of Bootes appears Ursa Ma¬ 
jor, with the great Dipper descend¬ 
ing, bowl downward, toward the 
northwestern horizon.

the enterprise as the burden of 
providing the right of way bad 
been laid by a aouleaa corporation 
on the back of « private citizen. 
The grounds were that the railroad 
was to be built to transverse three 
of the four districts of the county, 
and would develop the county to 
its fullest exteut and accommodate 
to a greater or lea* degree evetj 
citizen iu it. And because the »nm 
who guaranteed the right of way 
had given three acres for a court 
house site and $5000 to build it, 
and had paid heavy taxes for a 
number of years on nonproductive 
lands. And because such* an ap¬ 
propriation, tho small for a rioh 
county, would show its apprecia¬ 
tion of the benefits of railroad de¬ 
velopment. 

It was a sort of forlorn hope but 
it was decided to make the attempt 
and an attorney with plenty of gall 
was to broach the subject and he 
was to be backed by others who 
thought a small appropriation pro¬ 
per. The mild request did not live 
to be fully uttered. The court re¬ 
jected it on the grounds that it was 
beyond its powers to makesuoh an 
approprmtion and the whole dis¬ 
cussion did not take five minutes. 

While we do not know of any 
expression of law by which each 
an appropriation could be made 
we are far from believing that the 
petition was improper. We be¬ 
lieve that it is one of these extra¬ 
ordinary occasions when the court 
cau deem action expedient and 
take it. This has always been a 
privilege accorded * to a county 
court and wo have in mind two in¬ 
stances where monejt has been ap¬ 
propriated with as little warrant of 
law as^he case in" hand but where 
it was just and proper to do so. 

We refer to the compensation of 
medical men for their services to 
very poor persons who by h&ULCl 
struggling have Jmpt themselves 
from becoming county charges by 
providing foV all tk^TT/ueceeflities, 
but who cannot provide for unex¬ 
pected sickness. These huumne 
allowances have been made for 
years. The other case was where 
a bold robbery had occurred and 
tho court offered a reward of $600 
for the arrest and conviction of the 
criminal, which was afterwards 
paid. These were expenditures for 
righteous causes, but without au¬ 
thority of law. 

Now then why should the re¬ 
quest of last term be treated with 
So little consideration ? It rests on 
the same footing with the preced¬ 
ents.cited. The appropriation, if 
paid, would go as an expression of 
good will to the investor who se¬ 
cured for Pocahontas more miles 
of railroad than is possessed by

Persona of such a oaat of mind 
about the results of their hopes 
and aims axe prone to oberiab the 
opinion that becaffse life has dis¬ 
appointed them its nature is of 
disappointment always, or at best 
of pleasure that can lie grasped by 
imagination only.

cares and evanescent pleasures, so- 
oalled. • * , 

There is 'a oast of mind upon 
which the effect of failure produc¬ 
es a result just the reverse of all 
this; the more their ‘Hues disap¬ 
point them 'the more solemn and 
wonderful their lives become to 
them. To such persons it seems 
contrarily to Pope’s verses that 
the vanity of life is indeed given 
in vain, but nevertheless there is 
something behind the veil of this 
seeming vanity which is not vani¬ 
ty. Hence they do not speak of 
human life as a painted cloud, but 
a terrible and impenetrable one; 
not a mirage which vanishes aa 
one draws near, but a pillar of 
darkness to which one is admon¬ 
ished not to make sport. 

One of the 1 iffost noted writers 
and teachers of the century in tak¬ 
ing this view of life would not say 
“vanity of vanities all is vanity”; 
but reality of realities, all is real;

A Road to Huntersville. 

The court has determined on two 
important improvements for the 
near future, the one being the 
bridging both, forks of tho Green¬ 
brier at Traveler's Repose, and the 
other making a good tuyipike road 
from Marlinton to Huntersville.

The anger of a Southern 
mob directed against a man who 
whom they believe guilty of hor¬ 
rible crime can be understood in a 
measure, but indiscriminate fury 
of man against perfectly innocent 
people is past finding oot.

The members of the tribe talk 
with a freedom from bod grammar 
that is rather surprising to one 
who has preconceived notions that 
the gypsies are a shiftless and uu- 
pleasant race. Both men and wo¬ 
men are neatly dressed and carry 
tnlmselves more in the manner of 
city folks on an outii g. Part of 
the Queen's lifetime was spent in 
vieitiug the regions in which the 
different families of the tribe roam. 
She was crowned anew by each 
family she visited.- In that way 
her household has acquired an ea¬ 
sy and intimate knowledge of eve¬ 
ry part of the country. 

The male head of the family: is 
James Harrison, the husband of 
“Snake Mary's” oldest daughter, 
who is about 50 years old. "King 
James,' 1 as the gypsies call flarri 
son, has the look of a keen, clear- 
cut American of Scotch or Irish 
descent. He has a sou whose name 
is Ibe same as his own. There are 
a number of children. In as much 
ah they spend much of their time 
playing under wagons, they were 
not exactly in a state to appear on 
any formal occasion, such, for in¬ 
stance, os a Sunday school festival, 
but thyr k clothes were whole.

The elder Jamee Harrison talk-

ed freely about the family. In this 
part of New Jersey, he said, sod in 
fact, in any part of the country in 
which this family or any members 
of tbe Harrison tribeMiad spent 
any time, be bad never observed 
any unfriendly apirit. . 

“Wherever we go/ 1 he added, 
“ws are known and we never have 
any difficulty. Tbe Harrisons bare 
a good, clean nam# for themselves.

They take tbe 
name'of gypsies, and they cause 
people who have anything tydo 
with them to think that gypsies are 
very bad people to b*ve around.

From the Hospital. 

As the cause of the death of the 
late Newton Jordan, a young inau 
who died in Marlinton recently* 
was involved more or less iu doubt 
we print the following letter from 
the surgeon at the hospital to hh 
physician here. 

Baltimqkr, Julv 27.— Dear Dr 
Price: Ahsence from Baltimore 
has made me neglect writing you 
about Mr Newton Jordan. He^ias 
a large inoperable tumor, probably 
originatiug from the mesentery or 
some of the retro - peritoneal 
glands. 

He was explored and it was 
found absolutely impossible to re¬ 
move the tumor. The exact nature 
of the tumor is impossible to de¬ 
termine propably it Isa sarcoma. 
The glands of the mesentery were 
excised and showed absolutely 
nothing microscopically. It was a 
pitiful cose, and I took great in- 
tsrqst in Mr Jordan who with 
death literally staring hiur in the 
face was as uncomplaining aod 
oh earful as could be. 

The only treatment we could 
suggest is washing out the stom¬ 
ach. Medicine, of course, can do 
nothing. I should be glad to hear 
from you in regard to him, wheth¬ 
er he is still living. If so, please 
remember me to him.

I have noticed for some years 
back that of many colonics in the 
spring which were exactly alike, 
as nearly os I could discover, some 
colonies would yield an excellent 
surplus, while others would give 
very little or uone at all. why is 
Mb is? _ _ . fi.j 

Here is a question which has 
bothered me greatly, for I was for¬ 
merly troubled in* the same way; 
but of late years I have succeeded 
in making the most of my colonies 
which were working for honey, 
prodnee nearly like results. That 
is, if one colony contains 40,000 
bees and produces 100 pounds of 
honey, I obtain about that amount 
from every colony containing that 
Qnmb«*r of bees; while one having 
20.000 bees givrsa yield of 4.~> lbs., 
(or n small colony will not give 
quite «ih large a yield in proportion 
to its numbers as a large one, 

After carefully studying the 
matter I found that cohmien which 
1 pronounced exactly alike on May 
1st, would not be so at the time 
the houey harvest was at its best. 
The trouble was I did not have a 
thorough knowledge regarding the 
working force of my lieen, nt all 
times, nor of the interior condi- 
tions of the hive. For instance, 
the colony which I called the l)est 
on May 1st might Ihtoiiic the 
font by July 1st. at which time 
the honey harvest is due. 

This might he owing to either of 
two causes, one of which would lw) 
the failing of their queen, and the 
other that the colony woald reach

I have often noticed that a colo-! 
ny that which winters extremely

If the bees become over anxious 
to swarm, or the queen ceases to 
be prolific, so that the bees get the 
start of her and store honey to any 
great extent in the broou chamber 
during the first of the honey har¬ 
vest, that colony will be an unprof¬ 
itable one. The remedy is to keep 
the queeo on only a few combe 
early in the season, or take away 
a part of her brood to streughten 
other colonies, until the right time 
has come wheu her .extra powers 
will raise bees that will come at 
the right time. Then coax her to 
do her level best and you will sne 
reed. At this time give all the 
combs the Jjive will contain and let 
the queen spread herself to her 
capacity, then the oolony will reach 
its strongest point just when the 
harvest is ou and thus lend every 
energy to storing in the section, 
rather than crowding the queen or 
loafing around. 

Again, giving the colony much 
surplus room to start with has n 
tendency to make the colony un* 
profitable,—one which bos not s 
force of bees Urge enough to oo- 
cupy the whole of the surplus 
apartment at once. They seem to 
become discouraged, nnd instead 
of taking possession of a part of it 
they will often cluster on the out¬ 
side and crowd the brood out with 
honey, never entering the sections 
at all.

In financial affairs some new and 
significant features have but re- 
ecntly developed. August 31st 
there was more gold in the treasu¬ 
ry than was ever known before in 
the recorded history of the Treas¬ 
ury Department, being 247,880,601 
dollars. This is explained by the 
fact that during a few weeks pre¬ 
viously tiro revenues of the gov- 
eminent—of which 80 or W per 
cent are payable in gold have 
greatly exceeded tho expenditures. 
Moreover the large exchauge of 
gold for gold certificates has had 
something to do with it. Upon ex¬ 
amining government expenditures 
for a month or so past it appears 
that over two thirds paid out were 
for war purposes, and less than a 
third for carrying on the govern¬ 
ment.

Cheat Mountain^

A few weeks ago.nine large 
while breasted* hawka were to be 
seen living together towards the 
south r ring into the “in¬

A fox squirrel (scinruscinereus) 
was killed on George McCollum's 
place on the mountain the other 
day.

They are rath 
or uncommon in this section. In 
sioe they are about as large as a 
small hooae oat. They are of a 
tawny yellow or gray color. This 
is the Northern fox suninvl. The 
Southern fox squirrel (sciorns ni- 
uer) formerly abounded in this 
county in corndderable numbers. 
It wss called the black fox and its 
skin was very valuable. Besides 
these two there is a western varie¬ 
ty not known here. 

An observer of oalure said to 
the writer the other di^y: “You 
can make the announcement in 
your paper that the wbite-uak mast 
is froze and is turniog black and 
falling off/' This wss caused by 
tbe first frosts whiob were remark¬ 
ably severe. It meant ajrood deal 
for the game, foi most m the wild 
animals thrive when there is plen¬ 
ty of mast in tbe white-oak woods. 
It forms an important item in tbe 
fattening of bogs also.

T boa earn la of Acres of Timber 

Land Has Been Burned Over. 

~ During the past w*ek tores! fires 
of unprecedented ala© and extant 
have been raging in this and ad¬ 
joining counties. This section has 
had indeed a baptism of fife. The 
condition* be vs been such that 
these flies are exceedingly destruc¬ 
tive. The foliage' of the past sum¬ 
mer was unusually heavy, and 
since the leaves began to fall the 
woods have become as dry us pow¬ 
der. The handti on the right of 
way have been blamed with the 
setting out—by their careleeencee 
—of most of the fires, but fire* 
have been raging in every section, 
and the reports from Bath and 
Webster indicate a worse state of 
stairs there—where there is no 
public work going on—than along 
the line of the new railway. 

The origin of most of the fire* 
is involved in mystery. Those who 
have hunted with * the 6ld moun¬ 
tain rifle know how easy it is to 
start a fire in the woods. On firing 
the rifle the patching of the bullet 
will sometimes fall burning among 
the leaves and set them alight. 
The newspaper wadding of a muz¬ 
zle - loading shotgun will some¬ 
times have the same affect. Hun¬ 
ters may leave a camp fire burning 
or fail to ‘"oaten” it thoroughly 
when they move on in the morn¬ 
ing' The smoker oomes in for bis 
share of suspicion, A Weht Vir¬ 
ginia stauding candidate was hand¬ 
icapped for years by the report 
that he threw a cigar stub away 
and started a Are. In the spring 
sheep rangers have been accused 
of setting the woods on fire in 
order that from the burned sur¬ 
face tender succulent weeds would 
spring op, furnishing the stock 
better food. 

Friday a fire started in sight of 
town. The men who put the fire 
out made the mistake of trying to 
beat it out instead of raking a 
path around it and setting a fire to 
meet the fire which had got be¬ 
yond their coutrol—fighting fire 
with fire. This was a bit of wood¬ 
craft they were not familiar with. 
The fire soou reached the top of 
the hill. Fire travels np hill rapid¬ 
ly; down hill slowly. The roar of 
the flames could be beard all over 
town, and out of the dense smoke 
would come bursts of finme as the

dead leaves of a tree would blaze. 
Very soon the rocks began to burst 
with the heat, and the reports 
were loud and continuous like that 
of firearms. For several days the 
crashing of falling trees could be 
heard at intervals. This fire burn¬ 
ed until it met a much larger fire 
in Marlins Mountain. About the 
same time a Are started near the 
ford at Stony Creek and swept 
over a good portion of the brush 
country.

No one 
denies this, but theie are a few 
skeptics who cannot see that the 
future promises anything special 
for the town of Marliuton. There 
fore we are fond of reassuring oor- 
selves by speaking of the nature) 
advantages .which cannot fi ll h 
make and keep Marliuton the mot 
important point on 100 miles » 
railroad. . r 

The writer knows the Greenbri 
River from the forks down to tl e 
0. & O. R. R. and knows that Mar 
linton ia the best site for a town od 
it. There ts no other village large 
or small located on the river. The 
Greenbrier basin is a fairly popu¬ 
lous section, but all the towns or 
villages are located some miles dis¬ 
tant on either side on the terraoed 
sides of the mountains. 

It is said that the first railroad 
ever built in China secured Its 
ohartar with great diffieulty, and 
then only ou the provision that it 
would not come within four miles 
of any town on tb route.

Common, every-day potatoes do 
not agree with our WillienK Riv¬ 
er neighbors. One of them re- 
marked to the writer: “It appears 
to me our potatoes ain't as strong 
as those you get 00-the low< 
grounds” 

The Williams River potato has 
a better flavor, nud when 'eaten 
does not lie so cold and heavy on 
the stomach. It is no hardship to 
live for months, as many of our 
people do near the pine woods, on 
bread, butter, milk, and potatoes, 
and no meat except game. Maybe 
when the excellence of the Wil¬ 
liams River potato becomes gener¬ 
ally known those portions of Po¬ 
cahontas which are too high to 
produce corn and other ordinary 
orops, but which do gpow potatoes 
to perfection, bulk m to quality 
and quantity, will have the great 
potato fields of the country. #

Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Weal Virginia: r X'

Girty therefore murdered a 
some of the Indiana, then became 
a fugitive in the forests of the 
white settlements. There as op¬ 
portunity offered he slew a victim, 
and then as he did so shifted from 
place to place for safety. 

But about the year 1840 his 
murders ceased, he no longer had 
the physical power to take tbe life 
of man. He had been tbe moat 
revengeful man tbe race ever pro¬ 
duced. He had glutted bia veng¬ 
eance. But each of theae acta of 
cruelty and bate had taken part of 
Girty's strength. Part of hia hu¬ 
man nature wae eliminated by 
each of those crimes. But there 
waa in bim another nature which 
throve and grew upon those very 
acta aud thoughts, Each day this 
nature became more and more 
pronounoed. Thus ae tbe human 
nature of Bimon Girty gradually 
died, the demou grew and develop¬ 
ed. So it came to peas when tbe 
human nature of Girty waa quite 
dead hia body waa yet the abode 
of a spirit which directed ita 
movements and dominated ita ac¬ 
tion—a spirit which needed not a 
living body for its habitation. *6i- 
mon Girty Waa a living devil in a 
dead human body. 

This waa tbe apparition which 
Willard Thomas saw there before 
his fire. Girty now bad the ap¬ 
pearance of a skeleton oovered by 
a dried and shriveled skin. The 
lower jaw waa hanging on to one 
Side only by some shreds of sinew 
and cntiele. The eyes were entire¬ 
ly gone, or sunken so deeply. into

the bones. Tbe scattering and 
anaggled tretb showed through the 
mouth in the most hideous man. 
ner. The left arm waa gone from 
the elbow down. Most of the fin. 
ger bones were missing from the 
right hand. Tbe left foot was 
gone at the ankle. Tbe right foot 
extended only to the instep, where 
it ended in a bunch of Rone# and 
nigged fringe of cuticle and shreds 
of fleeh—a fearful combination of 
death and existence!

Willard Thomas became one more 
victim of the revenge of f^imon 
Girty. The.poor man's mind gave 
way under the terrible strain of 
that night. After being found by 
his friends he bad only a few lneid 
intervals, during whioh he related 
thfc true story of his misfortunes, 
end has now almost lost bis life, • 
victim (the doctors say) of acute 
mania.

The English hear nothing but 
songs of death from South Africa, 
General Duller put 80,00(7 men 
against the ,enemy estimated by 
him t 9 be tbe same number, on 
Tngela River, and was driven back 
with a loss of over a thousand men 
and eleven pieces of artillery.

ordinance, establishing the free¬ 
dom of these peoples, as whh nind - 
by that ancient great republic in 
behalf of the Grecian peoples at 
tbe Isthmian games. So in this 
particular item the formal exam¬ 
ple of the Roman republic appears 
in a much better light and looks 
befter in history than the course 
adopted by the modern great 
Bmerirmt republic. 

In reference io the example set 
by the ancient republic it has to 
be qualified by tbe epithet formal, 
and hence the expression “formal 
example," for it all turned out to 
be a mere form after all. Rome 
never permitted the Greeks to for 
get their unfailing obligations to 
Rome, not only as their libeiator 
but also as their guardian aod pre¬ 
server; consequently, as Rollin 
writes,'•under pretend* of offering 
them their good otfi.es, of enter¬ 
ing into thsir interests, and of re. 
oonoiling them, the Romans ren¬ 
dered themselves the sovereign ar¬ 
biters of those whom they bad re 
stored to liberty and whom they 
now considered in some measure 
as their freed men. ” 

Tbe Romans used to depute 
commissioners to the Greeks to in¬ 
quire into tbeir complaiuts, to 
weigh and nxuinine tbe reasons on 
both sides, aud to decide their 
quarrels, but when the articles 
were of such a nature that there 
was no possibility of reconciling 
them on the spot, the Romans in 
vited tbe Greeks to send their de¬ 
puties to tome. Afterward the 
Romans used, with plenary author 
ity, to summon those wbo refused 
to come to an Agreement, oblige 
them to plead their cause before 
the 8 enafa. and even to appear io 
pereop ihAe* From arbiters and 
mediators being become supreme 
judges the Romans soon assumed 
s magisterial tone, looked upon 
their decrees as irrevocable deci 
sious, were greatly offended when 
the'most implicit obedience was 
dienes was not paid to them, and 
gave the name rebellion to a sec¬ 
ond resistance. 

Let this article conclude with 
the passing remark that whoever 
reads with dim attention such jour¬ 
nals as tbe New York Sun aud 
New York Tribune has perceived 
that this ancient history has been 
repeated almost to tbe very letter 
in the‘dealings op to date of tbe 
modern great Republic with the 
peoples whom in her “war for hu¬ 
manity" she “freed" from the np 
pression of monarchical Spain.

General Eagan's Beef, 

The Army Beef Court of Inqui¬ 
ry has taken much important testi¬ 
mony iu Chicago and other West¬ 
ern citi.'H. It is sliowu that Com* 
iniaMry General Eagan, who* tw 
now journeying toward Hotioltlu 
to spend the greater part of bis va¬ 
cation of six years on full pay, was 
directly reaponaible for the pur- 
chaae of great quantities of canned 
"roast” beef, practically without 
inspection. A part of this was 
beef of "second grade,” and Eagan 
bought hundreds of thousands of 
pounds which bad been shipped to 
Liverpool and bad been lying 
there unsold. While there was in 
Gbioago a purchasing agent of the 
Ooinniiasary Department, Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Smith, much of this 
canned "roast” U»ef was bought 
over bis bead by Eagan, who sim¬ 
ply ordered him to ship it from 
Chicago. No inspection, except by 
trample, appears to have been re¬ 
quired.. Eagan testified in Wash¬ 
ington that it was intended that 
the contract should bind the pack¬ 
ers to supp l y fresh beef in such 
oondition that it would be good 
aeveoljptwo hours after deTTvdry 
from the refrigerator, and that the 
words which reduced the time to 

i t - 

t wenty-four hours were “a clerical 
error” of which be had no kuowl- 
edge. A member of the well known 
paAing firm of Swift & Co. now 
testifies that these words were in¬ 
serted in the contract in Eagan's 
office and by Eagan's order. It has 
been clearly shown that canned 
“roast” beef is supplied by cattle 
of the poorest grade which oannot 
be mnrketed in any other form. 
The contents of the cans are boil¬ 
ed M cbuck” beef, from which much 
of the nutriment has been extract¬ 
ed, and to which scrape and fat are 
added. Much testimony concern¬ 
ing the oondition of canned beef 
has been given in the West by sol¬ 
diers, aud nearly all of it is revolt¬ 
ing. It is shown that some of this 
beef was maggotty when it was 
canned. Burgeons testify that dy¬ 
sentery was caused by the use of a 
little of the meat, and that in some 
instances the men who ate it suf¬ 
fered from ptomaine* poisoning; 
Inspectors admit that it has been 
possible in the packing houses to 
take the carcasses of condemned 
cattle from the tanks to which they 
are consigned and put this meat on 
the market. Persons who were em¬ 
ployed in the packing houses for 
many years Assert under oath that 
this has been done. At Leaven¬ 
worth, Sergeant Mason, of the 1st 
Cavelry, who had acted as a com¬ 
missary officer during the war, tes¬ 
tified that when a certain carload 
of refrigerated fresh beef was re¬ 
jected at Lakeland, the agent of 
Armour & Co. accounted for the 
appearance of the beef by saying 
that it was due to the application 
of “preservatine, the chemical we 
use to preserve it.”—The Indepen¬ 
dent. (N. Y. Iod. Rep.)

Annals of a Notable Trial in the 
Days of Slavery-’ ’ 

On the 17th of December, 1826, 
a female slave officially known as 
Peggy murdered her new born* 
babe, 'ig Pocahontas county, aud 
was tried for the crime at the Jan¬ 
uary term, 1826. The girl was the 
property of Major William Poage, 
who was June of the most promi¬ 
nent men of the chanty in the ear- 1 
ly days of which we write. He 
was on the county court, was sher¬ 
iff, and held office in the military 
organization of the county. His 
plantation consisted of the lands 
which were known as Marlin's 
Bottom for years and which now 
comprise the site of the town of 
Marl in ton. The old bouse stood 
in the old orchard near the resi¬ 
dence of Circuit Clerk J. H. Pat¬ 
terson, just opposite the old Prioe 
place. He has many lineal de¬ 
scendants in this oounty, among 
them the writer, who is a great- 
grandson.-* 

The slave’s crime presented one 
of the most revolting phases of 
slavery. She rebelled against bear¬ 
ing children for the benefit of 
white person. As will be seen 
from the evidence which whs tak¬ 
en down a clear casg of infanticide 
was proved agaiust the prisoner, 
but that she was cleared 
is a tradition in the family that 
there was a sort of agreement oh 
the part of her owner that she 
should be transported in case she 
was acquitted. Any way it was 
done and ahe was sent to another 
state and sold soon afterwards. 

The prisoner was led in by the 
jailer and Ludwell Richards was 
appointed counsel for the defense. 

Major Poage made the following 
statement:

GOVERNOR PIERPONT. 

At Pittsburg Friday, March 24, 
Governor Francis Harrison Pier- 
pout passed peacefully away at 9 
p. m., aged 86 years. 

In early life vhe was a minister 
of the Gospel in the M. P. church, 
then he studied law and became a 
leading member of the Fairmont 
bar. He agitated a division of Vir¬ 
ginia before the war, And was a 
leading promoter of the organiza¬ 
tion of the State of West Virginia, 
and bos since been distinguished 
as the father of our* 8late.—He 
was born at Fairmont Jane 25, 18- 
14, educated at Alleghany College, 
Pennsylvania, afterward taught 
school in Mississippi and studied 
law at the same time. He was pro¬ 
nounced anti slavery in sentiment 
aud ventilated bis his vievfa fear¬ 
lessly in the pulpit, through the 
press aud on Ibe stump. He was 
the last of tbs War Governors, be- 
iug the Union Governor of the re¬ 
stored goverurm?nt of Virginia. 
When West Virginia was organiz¬ 
ed he moved the Virginia archives 
from Wheeling to Alexandria, 
where he remained until the fall of 

s» 

Richmond, and reorganized the 
State government at the close of 
the war. For many years he. has 
lived in comparative-retirement. 

His remaius were carried to 
Fainnont for interment on the 27t. 
A vast assemblage, among whom 
were many distinguished citizens, 
attended the obsequies. The cas¬ 
ket was draped with a flag of his¬ 
toric interest, being the first Un¬ 
ion Hag made in Weet Virginia and 
was furnished by Mrs P\erpont. 
This Hag was taken to the Union 
lines before Richmond, jost before 
that city's fall, and waa unfurled 
at the head of ilia Union column 
as the troops entered the city, then 
hoisted over the executive mansion 
and was tluf first Union Hag to be 
raided over Richmond. '*

Creek, a creek aliout tbe size-of 
I the (hveuhrier River, which we 
Hoeonded about sixty miles. About 
seven miles from the month of the 
creek we found a cabin that was 
built in 1896. On the inside was 
a piece of iiark on which was writ¬ 
ten the days tif thtf months com¬ 
mencing August 25,1896, and end¬ 
ing March 31, 1897. There was a 
mark through all the days to and 
including March 29, which day I 
suppose the occupAnts left the ca¬ 
bin. Opposite November 2D was 
written, “Lost the sun’*; and oppo¬ 
site January 15. “Found the sun. ft 
J_k.uppose they did not see the sun 
between those dates. 

The country adjacent to Mayo 
Creek is full of small lakes, some 
of these a mile long. It was in 
one of these lakes that I killed 
the moose. About 3 p. m. we 
reached the top of a ridge and saw 
a hike about one-quarter of a mile 
away. The moose was feeding in 
the farther end of it. The water 
was about four feet deep and he 
was feeding ou something in the 
bottom of thfc lake. 'I crawled 
around the bank until I was. with¬ 
in one huudred yards of him and 
shot him. The bull went about 
fifty yards right to the opposite 
bonk and fell where the wAter was 
about two feet deep. Tbe meut of 
the moose is very tender. We 
could n’t use much of it. The 
leather was warm and we were 
about twenty-five miles from the 
mouth of the creek. We could n’t 
get the meat to our boat,-so we 
gave away what we could and left 
the balance fgr the wild animals 
The horns were in the velvet. 
There were seven lurge prongs and 
the shovel on each beam.’ It was 
the first live moose that 1 ever 
saw, but Tbe next day we saw a 
bull, a cow*, and a calf in a lake 
and could have killed one or prob¬ 
ably all of them had we wanted.’

The same com¬ 
pany has a ferry about three miles 
up the river, nnd they charge fifty 
cents to take a person and one dol¬ 
lar to take a horse across. The 
company that owns the bridge and 
ferry have a franchise from tbe 
government, and no one else can 
put a ferry on the Klondike. Tbe 
Government will sell nil tbe tini 
her for twenty-five or thirty miles 
on a stream to an individual or 
company /or a nominal sum, and 
theu if anyone wants the timber 
they have to pay the individual or 
company an euormous price for it. 
Last summer you had to pay to 
get your mail or to get into the 
Recorder's office, and you could 
get no information after yoli got 
in except what the clerks chose to 
tell, no outsider could see the 
books, ahho it purported to bo a 
public office.

I left Seattle ou January 17th, 
1898, aud landed at Dyea on Jan- 
nary 24th. We sledded our outfit 
to Lake Bennett: from Dyea io # the 
summit of Chilcoot Pass is about 
twenty miles, all up hill, tbe last 
half - mile almost perpendicular. 
From the summit to Lake Linde- 
man. the first of tbe chain of five 
lakes that you pass through iu go¬ 
ing down the Yukon, is ten mih*s; 
from the head of Lake Lindeinati 
to the head of Lake Bennett is 
♦dght miles. The Canadian Oua- 
tom House is located*on the sum¬ 
mit of Chilcoot Pass, where they 
commeuce to rob every one that 
enters their territory, and they do 
n’t let up until you leave their pos 
sessions. We crossed the summit 
March 24tb.' We worked at the 
summit, packing, part of February 
and the first twenty days of March 
and the big snow slide that killed 
about sixty persons at Sheep Camp 
occurred ou tbe 3d of April. 

We built our boot on Lake Ben- 
net about twenty miles from the 
head of tbe lake. There have been 
so many boats built along the 
lakes in the last two years that 
timber is very scarce. It is 650 
miles from the town of Beunet, 
which is at the head of the lake, to 
Dawson, The ice was all gone 
from Lake Bennett by May 28th, 
hukit did n't leave lakes Tagish 
and Marsh until June 1st 

We stnrted down the hike on 
May 30th. All the boats were in¬ 
spected at Tagish House, which is. 
located at the foot of Lake Tagish, 
where the mounted police did some 
more robbing. You had to have

We hate 
very little law on the sub set o 
pollution of streams in this State, 
our laws being sufficiently strict lo 
prevent any unnecessary pollution 
of streams, but not interfering with 
an industry such as tbe pulp mrll. 

We asked s prominent West 
Virginian, who has bad a great 
deal to do with tbe stocking of tbe. 
Greenbrier and other streams with 
desirable fish and ^wbo !ovea the 
shaded woods and a clear stream as 
well as any mau, what he thought 
about such things. He said it is a 
sacrifice we must make to progress. 
We cannot afford to keep back the 
development of our country for the 
sake of a stream of water, aud the 
day is coming when we will have 
to go back in the woods to find 
pure streams. You oannot change 
a forest to farm land without pol¬ 
luting to a considerable extent the 
streams wbioh drain it. It is the 
price we have to pay for the bene- 
fita of civilization.

The history of the whole busi 
ness can be related briefly.

This timber wa* to have been man¬ 
ufactured into pulp at Caldwell 
where the Oreeobrier meets the 
main line of the C. <fc 0. t and a 
couple of farms were purchased for 
the site. The mills when complet¬ 
ed when completed would employ 
1200 men, and altogether it was to 
be the biggest affair of ita kind in 
the world. Theu there seemed to 
be a great future for Caldwell, and 
Ronoeverte and LewiBburg expect¬ 
ed if be consolidated with Cald¬ 
well in a short time in one great 
city. Electric railways, banks, im¬ 
provement companies, and'other 
enterprises were projected. \ But 
all things lire uncertain in this life 

Hinton, feeling slighted in not 
being benefltted by this prosperi¬ 
ty, And being further informed that 
a very sacred edifice where the 
Hinton people worship called the 
round-house would be moved to 
Caldwell, commenced to complain 
about having such a manufactory 
above them on the spring branch 
from which they took their water.

Ou the first page ia an Article on 
the movements of General Averill 
of the Union army, which took 
place in this section* as the writer 
understands them. Be belongs to 
the younger generation and has 
heard of Averill all his life, but 
found it difficult to acquire an un¬ 
derstanding of AverilTs campaign, 
and-it is somewhat doubtful if any 
two persons living in the oounty 
in 18G3 saw the same things. 
When from some elevated point a 
citizen saw a troop of cavalry he 
hurried on before them warning 
the people to hide their horses. 
With the fear of a Northern prison 
before them the men would go in 
hiding until the country was clear 
of them again. The women rose 
to the occasiou and remained at 
home with their children. One 
lady when the warning cAme that 
the oounty was foil of troope again 
took a fine mle on which the crop 
depended and led him far back in 
the woods and tied him up. She 
then returned and the dntiger hav¬ 
ing passed she went • to bring him 
in, aud found that she had failed 
to note the place she had left him. 
She had hunted a long time, when 
the mule began to bray and so gave 
her au idea of his location. 

One citizen s experience on the 
retreat through the comity can be 
given briefly. A tenant's family 
was down with diphtheria. The 
tenant himself was in the South¬ 
ern army as a substitute. The 
farmer rode to the house of au old 
lady in the neighborhood, ou Wil- 
liamT. Beard’s farm. Before he 
had dismounted two men in grey 
uniform rode tip. He had thought 
them Confederates, but it was the 
advance guard of Averill They 
cocked their pistols in his face aud 
said, “You are onr prisoner.” He 
said there waa no doubt of that. 
He recognized one of the men ns 
being the son of n tenant of his. 
This man said that they must hnve 
the horse but they would only de¬ 
tain him a abort while They then 
went to where the creek ©rouses 
the roud at Isaac Me Neel's 
Creek farm. There he bmw a 
of the horses die from utter 
hsnstion. The Army had just 
crossed the river and all their pow¬ 
der waa wet They had come down 
the Spice Run road, aud the men 
had dragged the heavy artillery up 
up the river hill. They wanted to 
.know if there was any way of get¬ 
ting north without |w**ihg the 
Marlin * Bottom bridge where they 
expected to be cut off.

AN IMMENSE RIVER. 

The river system of the Plata, or 
of the Rio de la Plata, is one of 
tbe moat wpnderful iu the world. 
The volume of the stream is great¬ 
er thn that of the Mississippi. It 
is surpassed only by the A mason. 
It druins « basin of more than half 
as big as the whole United States, 
and one which in fertility of soil 
and salubrity of climate is only 
surpassed by the basin of the Mis¬ 
sissippi, and it is a queston wheth¬ 
er it has not more cultivated terri¬ 
tory.’ Upon it tens of millions of 
ab£ep and cattle are pastured, and 
ila wheat fields compete with otifa 
ill the markets of Europe. It has 
the most extensive plains of the 
globe, mid it is a vast expanse of 
fairly good land. ’ 

It is a white man's country. The 
basin of tbe Amazon isotropical 
and malarious That of the Plate 
is largely in the temperate zone. 
Its northern parts are like Louis¬ 
iana or Florida, and in the south 
the summer climate is as temper¬ 
ate as that of our Middle States. 

It is the Mississippi basin re- 
versetj. the source of its rivers be¬ 
ing iu the hot country whore there 
are coffee and sugar lands and rub¬ 
ber In es. nnd its mouth in the 
rather cool luuds of Uruguay and 
the Argentine, noted for their 
fields of wheat aud corn. 

The vast basiu is formed in the 
shape of a great horseshoe, with 
tbe openiug toward the Alnntic, 
the Andes nnd the strip of high¬ 
lands which crosses Brazil form tbe 
back and upper rim of the shoe, 
while the slightly sloping plains of 
Patagonia bound it ou the soqth. 
In it are included the boat of the 
Argentine, nil of Uruguay aud Pa¬ 
raguay and large portions of Bra¬ 
zil and Bolivia. The f most 0 it has 
been built up by the Parana or 
Uiq de la Plata system, and today 
these rivers are still at their great 
woik of earth building. 

You see this plainly |in the Rio 
de la PlatA proper. Ills more a 
great bay of liquid mud than a riv¬ 
er. It is 120 mide at the Atlantic 
and narrows down to *20 miles at 
Buenos Ayres, which is 180 miles 
inland. The width at Montevideo 
is about fi5 miles. Tbe Kio de la 
Plata is so full of silt or mud that 
it discolors the Atlautic for tnauy 
miles out n^ sea. 

We noticed the change in the 
color of the ocean loug before we 

entered its mouth, and the water 
seemed to grow thicker as wo sail¬ 
ed to Buenos Ayeres. The chan¬ 
nel is fast filling up with a sandy 
Mud, and the Eads jetty system is 
proposed. As it is now, the rivers 
bring dowu a quarter of a million 
tons of mud a day, and the sedi¬ 
ment is so great that all tbe water 
need by Buei¥>8 Ayres is filtered 
by the city.—Pittsburg Despatch.

WILD LANDS. 

For years this oounty has * been 
kept uneasy and on a speculative 
basis on Account of the proposed 
railroad development wild during 
that time the land that we call «i <l 
has risen to be worth twenty tidies 
wlmt it was a few years ago; it a 
the only land really marketable, 
and yet it produces never a cent 
for the man who haa it to carry r 
The land may represent ten dol¬ 
lars an acre and lay for years and 
years hot only not returning nny 
interest, but mulcting the holder 
in the taxes be pays. This is spec¬ 
ulation pure and simple and can¬ 
not go on forever. Either the rail¬ 
way must come and the timber be 
marketed, leaving behind it a piece 
of brush fit only for a covert for 
deer, or the bottom drop out. 

Formerly men owned large tracts 
of this laud os ah outlet and to 
control the laud adjoining their 
farina, keeping away undesirable 
neighbors and the like. The land 
wus assessed at a few cents an acre 
and the the rate of taxation was al¬ 
so low. Then*came the land buy¬ 
er, and the land gradually grew to 
have a commercial value. The as¬ 
sessment was raised and while vast 
tracts have beeu sold still more has 
been held by the origiual owners. 
But what has been sold has fixed a 
price on the balance and carrying 
the land haa grown very hurdeu- 
some. 

A few years ago a tract'of land 
containing 110 acres was sold for 
tnxfs and bought by a citizen for 
$5.19, who secured a tax title for 
it. He not VAlueing his bargain 
very high sold it to his brother for 
two sheep, worth pmlmblv ten dol¬ 
lars. Later on this ptirchaaer whs 
glad to onload an a foreign land 
buyer for $110, Lately the tract 
sold for $1100. It did not take 
many years to do this.

productive or else there will come 
a pauic And men will find that in¬ 
stead of being able to count their 
mountain land aa assets, it will 
have no commercial value.

The democratic State of Mis¬ 
souri, (and we do uot use the word 
aa the name of a political party) 
has asserted itself through its state 
government and the power not del¬ 
egated to the federal government 
to say that these great combina¬ 
tions shall not do business in that 
state until they in turn place them- 
selves under the power of the state 
government. Such action is made 
necessary by the confidence seem¬ 
ingly shown them by the oentral 
government. 

A new phase of American poli¬ 
tics has been developed since 1896. 
In the election that year the Dem¬ 
ocratic party was in the*minority, 
and its nominee for president since 
then, instead of resuming his daily 
avocation, has been employed as a 
leader of the opposition, and has 
either voiced or formed the senti¬ 
ments of a large portion of his par¬ 
ty as to the public questions. We 
feel very doubtful of the wisdom 
of this innovation in politics. We 
believe in periodical cessation of 
political turmoil. • 

That the Monroe doctrine oould 
have been so completely shelved 
in one short year was not believed 
even by President »McKinIpy in 
December. In his last message the 
president said that forcible annex¬ 
ation was not contemplated. Yet 
now we are either engaged in a 
clear war of conquest, or are whip¬ 
ping the Pbilippinoe to demon¬ 
strate our ability to do it, a very 
valorous but senseless policy. 

That the anti-imperialistic liter¬ 
ature could have been condemned 
as treasonable matter and seized tn 
the mails is another new thing to 
Americans

SUCKSR FISHING 

The sucker industry is being 
overdone on Williams River. That 
stream, after an unusual fall for a 
number of miles widens out and 
for two miles or so forms the 
Dead-water, or as it was once 
known, # *tbe watering ponds" of 
Williams River. In this dead wa- 
ter when the wind is drawing up 
stream the drift will float before it. 
This still water is the Jiome of 
myriads of suckers of the *Ted- 
horse” variety, which exist here 
undisturbed the most ol the year. 
When the spawning season comes 
they go op to the shallow waters 
above to lay their eggs, and as 
they pass out of the dead-waters 
they may !>e taken by the hun¬ 
dreds. The head of the deadwater 
is in the Penick Meadows, which 
is enclosed, and the owuers can 
"Control a very productive fishing 
interest whenever the market will 
justify it. The fishing has always 
been free, and the whole neighbor¬ 
hood counts on having the finest 
of fresh fish on the table when the 
suckers begin to run. 

Warm, dry weather about the 
first of May causes these fish to 
leave the deep water and for several 
days a great procession of the tiu- 
est of table fish pass over the rip¬ 
ples into the various retreats up 
stream. The stream is about the 
width of a turnpike and the hot* 
tom is literally paved witli these 
fish. Thin year the fish appeared 
Sunday, April 30th, aud a large 
number were taken that day; they 
continued to run Monday, Tues¬ 
day, arid Wednesday, daring which 
time the Laurel Creek section was 
glutted with fresh fish. 

Thursday a dozen or so of Mar- 
linton men came down on the fish¬ 
ing ground like wolves ou the fold, 
bnt no suckers were to be found. 
There were signs of fishing. The 
Lanka were tramped upas if a hun¬ 
dred men had been busy a week. 
The fish bad either all passed up 
or been frightened back into the 
deep water. 

This ground treated as private 
property would easily afford the 
owner a ton or two of fish each 
year, which in reach of a city mar¬ 
ket would* briug as much per 
pound as brook tront, as, they are 
considered by many a a being even 
superior to that fish for table pur¬ 
poses.

Pittsburg Presbytery Split on Lynch- 

Pittsburg Presbytery is not a 
unit ou lynching. At its meeting 
at Hwiasville yesterday a resolu¬ 
tion was inlru<luct*<I denouncing 
the recent lynching in Georgia. 
'Hie resolution precipitated one of 
the hottest debates ever known in 
the Presbytery, and the resolution 
finally adopted bore scaroely any 
resemblance to the original. The 
original resolution was presented 
by the Reverend George N. John¬ 
ston. D. 0., and read: i 

In view of the deplorable fre¬ 
quency of the lynching of negroes 
iu the southern portion of our 
country, so iim to cause all right- 
tliinkipg pcople tiAremble ill view 
of the possible future to which 
such a* course must inevitably lead, 
therefore, tin* Presbytery of Pitts¬ 
burg feels called upon at this lime 
to utter its most solemn protest 
against the iiihumau course of 
dealing with supposed criminals 
nod of expressing its deep abhor¬ 
rence of the condition-of society 
that permits, and, above all, ap¬ 
proves of such savagery, believing 
as we do that mob law is only sav¬ 
age violence, and has no’tendency 
to deter criminals. Besides, from 
the commission of crime the cer¬ 
tain result must Is* to brutalize the 
perpetrators, and plunge the land 
into a most fearful race war.

But they will learu from 
droughts and pestilences that they 
have cleared us off to their own 
destruction. The way they are go¬ 
ing it there will not be a hardwood 
tree to tell the tale in a few 'more 
centuries. 

“Look at it since we were grown. 
There was not a tree in the forest 
hut dreamed of holding his place 
until old age cat him off. Now 
there are great gaps everywhere. 
Then there was a,chain of trees 
from the sea to the Father of Wa¬ 
ters, and we were in touch with 
the whole world. Not a tree fell 
from ripe old age but what the for¬ 
est knew it. The red men spared 
us. Their fires were made from 
the dead boughs; they made little 
fires and set close to them. The 
wasteful white man burned whole 
trees begrudging the room they 
took, and deadened others because 
they oust a shade.

THE LAND ASSESSMENT. 

The county courts of the State 
have bten requested by Auditor 
LaFollette to meet May 27tb, and 
name three or live capable and dis¬ 
creet freeholders from whom the 
Board of Public Works will ohoose 
commissioners to assess the lands.

CROP CONDITIONS. 

Wheat is looking well. It will 
make at least an average crop. 
Less oats than usual were sowed 
this year by the majority of tbe 
farmers. About half the corn crop 
was plauted before tbe late rains 
set in. A good many farmers were 
held back in the Levels on account 
of having a trip to make to the 
railroad for fertilizer. The rains 
of May proving so much* warmer 
than usual, the corn plauted has 
come up, and there are some fields 
in which the corn is big enough to 
work. 

Grass is in fine condition. The

Word came last week that Mar- 
Union stood a chance to get the 
big polp mil, but at the best it 
was held to be too mqch to hope 
(or.

When the mill was about to be 
removed from Caldwell, Captain 
Mathews, representing tbe inter¬ 
ests of the Greenbrier vally, offer¬ 
ed to raise for the company an in¬ 
demnifying bond of half a million 
dollars to save them harmless from 
prosecution by persons living on 
the Greenbrier. If tbe change is 
made it must be from a feeling of 
of disgust at their reception in 
this state, and the well-disposed 
suffer from th$ acts of the* ill-con¬ 
ditioned.

As near as we can learn, the 
holding up of the work on tbe 
railroad was in the hope that a 
road could be built over the Alle¬ 
ghany.

hope for the line up the/river, 
which means so much locally to 
this section of the State. It seems 
that the C. & O. put no great faith 
in the practicability of building a

THE PAPER MANUFACTURERS. 

The Luke family, whose pur¬ 
chases of timber in this county 
promise to aid in the railroad de¬ 
velopment so materially, belong to 
Scotland. The father came to 
America and located at Wilming¬ 
ton, Delaware, in the paper busi¬ 
ness. This mill has grown to be 
an immense affair. He and his 
six sons are now engaged in the 
manufacture of paper.- They are 
All business men and have been 
eminently successful. Col O'Con- 
nel marks their timber with a 

brand known technically as the 
“box-7, 11 and tells a very pretty 

tale about it representing the sev¬ 
en Lakes. , 

When wood pulp, which has re¬ 
volutionized the paper business, 
was first tried on an extensive 
scale the company made a failure 
of it. .One of the Lukes was the 
manager and another brother the 
chemist for the works. They were 
not convinced that it was a failure 
and went into tbe business for 
themselves and it made them an 
immense fortune. They have been 
using the sulphur process. In ad¬ 
dition to tbe spruce wood, sulphur, 
clay, and cottonwood is required. 
They have associated with them, a 
man named Cass, the inventor of 
what is called the soda process, 
which can * utilize poplar, lynn, 
beech, sugar, and almoat every 
wood except oak.

CAPTAIN JACOB W. MARSHALL.

It hb with emotions of great sad¬ 
ness it becomes our duty to chron¬ 
icle tbe sudden death of Captain 
Marshall, of heart failure, at his 
midor.ee in Randolph County, 
May lltk, 1899, in the seventieth 
year of his age. 

He was bom at Cairo, Ritchie 
County, West Virginia, April fith, 
18110. When about twenty years 
old he came to Mingo and clerked 
awhile in William Hamilton’s 
store. In a year or two he bought 
tbe store and merchandised on his 
own responsibility for several years 
before and since tbe war. In the 
spring of 1866 be married Georgi¬ 
ans, youngest daughter of the late 
George Bee and Mary See, of Up 
per Tygarts Vallejfc Mrs Marshall 
was a person of many personal at¬ 
tractions, fine mental endowments, 
and regarded by all as a model la¬ 
dy in all the relations of life. They 
were the parents of nine children, 
six sons and three daughters. 
Three sons. Piatt, (Veil and Ligon 
and two daughters. Mrs Mary Holt 
and Mrs Lucy Holt survive and 
were present at the burial of their 
father, May 18th. 

After relinquishing tbe mercan¬ 
tile business Captain Marshall en¬ 
gaged extensively as a grazier, and 
managed an immense concern of 
several thousand acres. „ \ 

In the war between the States he 
espoused the Confederate.cause. 
HiB first service was on Gen. R. E. 
Lee’s staff in 1861, and his services 
were highly Appreciated by that 
officer during the campaign in the 
mountains and which was mainly 
conducted in the region contigu¬ 
ous to Captain Marshall’s home. 
In 1862 he became captain.of a 
company of mounted infantry, 
which was Assigned to the lilth 
Virginia Cavalry. Most of his mil¬ 
itary career was under the leader¬ 
ship of General Jenkins, and he 
faithfully and bravely rendered 
much service that whs perilous aud 
arduous in Randolph, Pocahontas, 
Greenbrier and other counties of 
West Virginia, and ill tbe States of 
Kentucky arid Tennessee. 

More than twenty years ago he 
became a professing Christian in 
the pale of the ! Presbyterian 
church. Tbe closing years of Irs 
life subsequently to the war were 
occupied in official duties in the 
internal revenue service, managing 
his immense estate on Mingo*Flats 
dealing in real estate aud protnot 
ing public improvements. Then 
too for much of that time he was 
in health so precarious that death 
at any moment for the past thirty 
years, would have surprised no one 
that was apprised of his condition. 
Nevertheless he was a busy man in 
the various departments of busi¬ 
ness endeavor up to the last day of 
his remarkable life. 

His heart was full of 4 kindness 
for tho sick and needy, and he was 
ever ready for deeds of self sacri¬ 
ficing assistance. Foivyears when 
physicians were at remote points 
as Beverly, Clover Lick on Hunt¬ 
ersville, neighbors would send for 
him in times sickness*and rely car 
him as to whether a physician 
should be sent for. In nign^ in¬ 
stances he wonld find that simple 
remedies would give relief and he 
would prescrible. But when he 
saw the case was serious be wQiild 
recommend that a doctor be called 
at once. 

Time and space would fail in the 
effort to notice all that such a life 
suggests as was lived by this patri¬ 
otic citizen, brave soldier, Christian 
believer aud indulgent father. 

May 9th Jie returned home from 
a visit to Grafton and Beverly, 
seemingly in better health and 
spirits than usual May 10th, he 
moved about the premises and ad¬ 
mired the scenery, the shrubbery 
and the flowers as appearing more 
beautiful than he had ever noticed 
before. May 11th at an early hour 
he was found by his son Piatt to be 
quietly and peacefully falling 
asleep in death, and to all appear¬ 
ances dying was just as easy as ly¬ 
ing down to pleasant dreams. 

On Saturday, May 13, hiefuner- 
al obsequies were conducted by 
the writer and were attended by 
very many persons, though the day 
was inclement. The funeral text 
was 2 Samuel, 3:38, “This know 
also that a prince and a great man 
has fallen in Israel.'’ . 

Confederate veterans were his 
pall bearers, Eliha Ward, George 
Beatty, G. W. Louk, J. C. Louk, 
W. M. Boyd, T. M. Moore, J. W. 
Coff, Jesse W. Simmons and G W. 
Salisbury. It was touching to no¬ 
tice how tenderly, while tears and 
the rain fell, they placed their lov¬ 
ed comrade where unheeded over 
his silent dust the storms of life 
may beat. tv.

- At present it is a 
circular depression in the earth 
abont 75 feet in diameter, and is 
full of water that is so deeply blue 
os to give it the name it is so wide¬ 
ly known by. When dipped up 
the water is found id be clear and 
sparkling as the purest sprjng wa¬ 
ter. In very warm weather it is 
tepid at the surface, but is found 
to be \cool three or four feet be¬ 
neath depth being abont thir¬ 
ty feet.rlt is regarded an ideal 
place for bathing, and is much 
used for Hie purpose by the pro¬ 
prietor and visiting friends. A 
spring board somewhat elaborately 
arranged is in position from which 
plunges are made that are some¬ 
what startling to those not familiar 
With such feats of aquatic Agility.

The lumbermen have been in 
town “full (tl strange oaths” and 
other things spending their money 
freely, treating the crowd ta ten* 
cent cigars, ami enjoying their va¬ 
cation..

The lumber jbbbera be¬ 
lieve like General Kitchen?* that 
men and horses cannot work well 
un lead they are well fed and cared 
for. At first they had to go North 
for men, but of late years it has 
been proven that Pocahontas turns 
out equidly as good workmen, and 
the majority of the men in the 
camps are native born. Tho most 
of them acquire the- lingo that the 
down-castors brought to this coun¬ 
try years ngo, and you know the 
lumberman by his talk and his 
“cutter - shoes ’’ Some times a 
would-be lumberman works about 
a camp ns long as the boss can en¬ 
dure him, and* is discharged and 
comes in with the tongue and the 
shoes of a lumberman, posing as n 
base imitation. It takes a good 
man to do his part in a crew of 
men. 

The Pocahontas lumberman 
Beems more thrifty than his stroll- 
ing brother. He has family ties 
attd an inherent tendency to ttive 
money.-Many an elderly man with 
his farm heAvily encumbered with 
debt has had his obligations dis¬ 
charged by his sons why have the 
enterprise to make them desirable 
woodsmen. A number of the 
northern men have married and 
settled down here and proved 
themselves good citizens. Many 
is the handy trick and ingenious 
contrivance they have taught us 
mountaineers. They introduced 
the double-bitted axe and the cross 
cut saw. We used to take a wag¬ 
on into the woods, take the wheels 
off and roll a log upon it, put the 
wheels back on and. come proudly 
forth with th$ log riding in state. 
The Yankee showed * how a log 
could be “snaked** out pf the woods 
with “grabs” and a pair of horses 
which would have broken the wag¬ 
on down. 

A thorough woodsman is a man 
with plenty of backboue. He is at. 
his worst in store clothes loafing 
around town, and atfhia best in h»s 
home in the forest, and we feel 
snre he gets more enjoyment out 
of his w/irk than out of his leisure.

An esteemed friend, who studies 
his almanac very carefully inquires 
the significance of Epipbnuy day, 
January 6 . Aa there may he oth¬ 
ers who would like to know, we re¬ 
ply through The Times.

The word means a manifestation.

RUSKIN 


(Aue of the greatest aud most in¬ 
teresting of living men is John 
Kuakiu of Brontwood, England. 
H6 was eighty years old on the 8th 
of February, 1899. Hiseigthieth 
birthday was made the occasion 
for a most demonstrative expres¬ 
sion of affectionate recog niton by 
the English and American pre*s 
and by eminent literary characters 
personally. It appears that the 
young men of thirty or forty years 
ago took their period of Ruskiu as 
universally ns they took any other 
part of their intellectual and moral 
training. So it has come about 
that it would be* hard to find any 
mnnp of our times who has exer¬ 
cised so potent an influence for art 
as an expression of truth and 
righteousu ess. 

His mother was a highly accom¬ 
plished lady, and was imbued with 
the impression that her son should 
begin his intellectual training with 
the Bible, atid so he was a Bible 
student at his mother's knee. 

Thomas Carlyle, the fiery proph¬ 
etic genius of the 19th century, 
thus spoke of Ruskin: “No other 
mao in England that I meet has 
in him the divine rage against in¬ 
iquity, falsity, and baseness, that 
Ruskin bus, and every r nan ought 
to have.” 

An eminent writer after review¬ 
ing Rusk in's pamphlets, said: The 
drift of all of Ruskin s preaching 
is a protest against materialism in 
ourselves, impurity in our studies 
ami drgirrs, and selfishness in our 
cofiifhct towards our fellows. 

Tho lie is living in virtual re¬ 
tirement. he works as industrious¬ 
ly ns his strength permits and 
practices Ills theory of life that he 
gave to the world long ‘ago in one 
of his must memorable sayings: “I 
have ii theory of life which it 
seems to me impossible as a ration¬ 
al being to be altogether without, 
namely, that we are sent into the 
world to 1 m* of such use to each 
other as we can/ 1 

Thus his old age is a gentle, 
quiet, but not uuiutellectual set¬ 
ting of. the sun of life’s a day 
which has filled the student world 
with its light.

'VIRGINIA OR WEST VIROINJA. 

We have taken some pains to 
find out as near as possible the 
state of the oase iu regard to the 
building of the new railroad into 
Pocahontas, and from reliable au¬ 
thority we glean the following: 

The many things which go to 
influence the building of new 
roods, such as the distance, the 
coat of oonstroction, the topogra¬ 
phy of the the country, and devel 
opment of the same, were carefully 
considered and weighed by tbc 
board of directors at its trout 
meeting in New York when they 
considered the respective advent 
ages and disadvantages of the rivei 
route and the route over Allegbiu 
ny Mountain, and in the minds of 
the members of the board it was so 
evenly balanced that the one con¬ 
sideration of the right of way was 
sufficient to turn the scale. When 
the matter had reached this point 
the Greenbrier ltiver Lumber Co. 
anil Od. McGrnw, who were war¬ 
ring against a manifest tendency 
to cross the mountain, offered to 
give the right of way up Green¬ 
brier River the whole distance. 
The Greenbrier River Lumber Co. 
assumed the cost of the road from 
Marlinton up, and Ool McGraw. as 
a partisan of West Virginia, prom¬ 
ised that be would secure from the 
people the right of way from 
Whitcomb to Marlinton. His per¬ 
sonal interest ceases in the devel¬ 
opment of the country below Mar¬ 
linton. It was with the understand¬ 
ing that that the road would be 
built up the river if the right of 
way was furnished that the meet¬ 
ing adjourned. * 

The right of way yet remaining 
to be purchased in Greenbrier will 
cost about $7,(XX), and in Pocahon¬ 
tas $7,(XX). Prominent men in both 
counties who have opportunity to 
Realize the importance of speedy 
action are eudeavoring to raise a 
sum sufficient to buy the right of 
way from Whitcomb to Marlinton, 
and they have but u limited time 
to do it in. 

The question is one which 
should not be ignored by the peo¬ 
ple interested, and, if it is true, 
that the building of the road de¬ 
pends opon so small a matter, they 
should not sacrifice their chances 
for a railroad by letting this oppor¬ 
tunity slip thro their fingers* but 
take concerted action at once.
